Sorrow that seldom falls to the lot 
of a@ man has befallen T. R. Townley, 
whose son, Verner, xilled another son, 
Nicholas, at Union Station Saturday 
afternoon. 

Tuesday night fhe arranged for the 
shipment of the body of Nicholas to 
his old home in Versailles, Mo., for 
burial. He remained in St. Louis to do 
what he can to aid his youngest son, 
held for the shooting of the son who is 
dead. 


The elder Townley has passed his al- 
lotted three score years and ten. His 
hair and beard are snow white, but his 
form is still erect and he possesses much 
vigor of thought and action. He dis- 
cusses the great trouble that has be- 
fallen him and his family with dry 
eyes, but with a voice that quivers, and 
at times he rests his head in his hands 
as he thinks of his double misfortune. 

Wednesday he sat in the office of his 
attorney, B. . Clark, in the Lincoln 
Trust Building, with his oldest’ son, 
John R. Townley. and talked about his 
dead boy and about the boy who killed 
him. He showed an equal regard for 
the dead and the living. While express- 
ing the decpest grief at the killing of 
son, whom he always refers to as 

Nick.”” he said that he could find no 
words to condemn Verner, the son who 
fired the fatal shot. 


Sons All Became Druggeists. 


The elder Townley has spent his life- 
time on a farm near Versailles. There 
he-reared a family of four sons and one 
daughter. The sons all grew to man- 
hood and all became druggists. They 
left the parental home, but returned for 
occasional visits and while they were 
away letters from them came at in- 
tervals. 

“Nick was always wild and trouble- 
some,’ said the father. ‘“‘As a boy he 
was often in what I called row troubles. 
They were not serious, but they wor- 
ried me. Nick's temper was to blame. 
He would become angry at trifies and 
when angry he used abusive and violent 
language. He made threats against his 
brother and sister, and even against me. 
Maybe he meant to carry out these 
threats. mavbe he didn’t. But we were 
always afraid of him, afraid of his un- 
goOvernable temper. 

“He caused his mother and me lots of 
trouble. Time and time again he ap- 
pealed to us for help and we helped 
him. 

“I had not seen Nick for three years 
nor Verner for nearly that long, until 
nearly two weeks ago, when they came 
to Versailles tog~cvihne:. Since T had seen 
Nick he had been in trouble,. serious 
trouble, in Texas. He had served a term 
in the Penitentiary there on a perjury 
charge. He was released last March, 
at which time I had sent $75 to him to 
help him to ect started again. 

“When h ecame to see me two weeks 
ago, IT said: ‘You have been tn serious 
trouble. Nick.’ That was all I said to 
him. I did not reproach him, did not 
chide him. He passed the matter off 
likhtly and said that he had been about 
&s contented in prison as he had ever 
been anywhere. 


Promised Business Aid. 


“The boys stayed at my home five or 
Six days. They wanted me to aid them 
in establishing a little business. My wife 
Was dead. I was alone, and I told them 
that I would help them all I could. They 
maid that they had heard of a town in 


Arkansas where there was a 1 open- 
ing for a drug store. I told them to g0 

m and look the situation over and 
if it was what they had heard it was, to 
let me know and I would join them and 
investigate. If it looked good I was to 
furnish a little money and we were to 
start a drug store, which the boys were 


run, 

“I was led to do this by my desire to 
reform Nick. I thought that his Texas 
experience shouid have taught him a 
lesson. He was 31 years old and I hoped 
that he was through with his wildness 
and that with Verner and me with him 
he woujd mend his ways. He was a good 

t—there was none better, and 
when the boys left I felt happier than 
I had tn years. 

“During the time they were at home 
there was not a quarrel, not a word out 
of the way. They came to St. Louis and 
wrote me a letter saying they were get- 
ting ready to start for Arkansas. One 
of them wrote on one side of the paper, 
the other wrote on the other side.

The proposition of the management 
of the United. Railways Co. to merge 
the St. Louis & Suburban System, on 
the basis of an exchange of United 
Railways preferred stock for the stock 
of the St. Louis & Suburban company, 
was ratificd Wednesday by vote of the 
stockholders of the United Railways 
Co. 

The stockholders of the Suburban sys- 
tem met at the sume hour at Maple and 
Hodiamont avenues and voted to accept 
the offer of the United Railways Co. 
The voting of the United Railways 
stock certificates took place in the di- 


rectors’ offices of the company on the 
sixth floor of the Security Bullding. 


Sented by proxy. President Beggs of 
the United Railways Co., said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that amalgama- 
tior. of the new system and the conse- 
quent issuance of transfers from one 
line to the other may not be brought 
about for some time, perhaps for six 
stock issue 


months. 

The total of 
Railways Co., including 
preferred stock, is 378,970. Out of this 
number 321,705 shares were voted in 
favor of the consolidation and 2450 
shares against it. The polls opened at 
9 wa. m. and closed at noon. 

The Suburban stockholders cast 35,678 
votes for the proposition. This repre- 
sents 90 per cent of the entire stock

‘“Today’s action,”” said Mr. Beggs, 
“merely ratified the plan for the United 
Rallways to acquire actual possession 
of the Suburban system. We held 
proxies for 70,000 of the 130,000 shares of 
preferred stock, and there was practi- 
cally no opposition to the merger. But 
after this ratification there is a great 
deal of detail that must be attended to 
before the properties may be physical- 
ly united.

“This consolidation is going to result 
in the loss of many fares to the two 
railways.

When the transfer sys- 
tem is inaugurated they will ride for 
one fare, and the loss will be the com- 
pany's. The gain will be the public's. 

“The United Railways Co. wfll not at 
onee take over the Suburban system.

More Direct Routes. 


“Even when it is turned over to us 
the transfer system will not at once be 
put into effect. There are certain phy-, 
sical changes in the streets and routes 
that must firsf be made. We will have 
to study out what changes in route are 
needed to best suit the convenience of 
our passengers. 

“For instance, the Suburban passen- 
gers from the southwest should not be 
hauled all the way north on Sarah 
street to the present junction point. New 
routes will have to be planned to bring 
them downtown direct. The transfer 
system is naturally the last one of a 
multitude of details incident to the con- 
solidation of the two properties.”’ 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, vice-president 
and general manager of the United 
Railways Co., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday that it would be im- 
possible to put the universal transfer 
system into use at once, even were the 
actual transfer of the properties com- 
pleted now. 

“In the first place,’’ said Capt. Mc- 
Cullough, “an entire new aystem of 
transfer slips will have to be printed. 
Every transfer ticket that we have now 
on hand will have to be discarded. 

“But the greatest delay is bound to 
occur from the changes that we will 
necessarily make in the routing of the 
lines. We want to change the lines so 
as to benefit and accommodate the 
greatest number possible, and it will 
take study and much time to provide 
for all of the changes that will be neces- 


gary.

Story of Lynching. 














The specific charge on which Theo- 
dore Stensland was arrested was that of 
having accepted deposits at the bank 
when he knew the institution to be in- 
solvent. 

The arrest was made in the office of 
' Chief of Police Collins, where Stensland 
had gone to confer with the head of the 
Police Department. 

Later Jacob J. Kern, a former State's 
attorney, signed bond for $5000 for the 
release of Theodore Stensland. 

It was revealed last night that, 
through forgery, President Paul 0. 
Stensland has plundered his own 
bank systematically through a period 
of years. 

. The question arose whether Cashier 
«Menry W. Hering profited to any 
large extent by this plundering. His 
friends say he did not, though ac- 

Knowledging that he may have had 
knowledge of what Stensland was 
doing. 


Memwoitanda of Irregularities.

‘alent Stensiand’s own safe deposit box 
a series of memoranda detailing how 
the bank was looted. 

“The amou:t taken from the sav- 
ings of 22,009 poor families, as set 
down in Stenslard’s handwriting, is 
$1,003,000. The money went to sup- 
port Stensland’s feal estate specula- 
tions, his ‘co-operative’ building busi- 
ness, and hi fine household in Irving 


The thefts, as shown by the mem- 
, Orandum notes aad other paper which 

the fugitive president and cashier left 
behind them, consist of nearly 200 
items, ranging from $1000 to $15,000 
each. The names forged are those of 
directors and stockholders in_ the 
bank and of persons associated with 
Stensland in other business ventures: 
Some dummy names are there, too. 

It is feared that Stensland may have 
taken with him in his flight a large 
supply of the bank's cas. 

Today a woebegone crawd of deposit- 
ors continued to crowd around the 
bank. As on previous days, the unfor- 
tunates, mostly working people, came 
early and seemed determined to remain 
indefinitely. Police were on hand to re- 
press any tendency toward disorder.

The lynching followed a charge of as- 
sault made by Mrs. Minnie Edwards. 
Mrs. Edwards had been driving in the 
outskirts of the city with Charles Coop- 
er. They came to town with a story of 
having been stopped by two negroes. 
Coker and Duncan were arrested on: 
suspicion of being the two men guilty 
of the attack. Allen at this time was 
in Jail charged with the murder of a 
farmer on the night of April 14. 

A few hours after the arrest of Coker 
and Duncan a mob stormed the Jail. 
Coker and Duncan were dragged from 
their cells, taken to the public square 
and hanged and burned, Then, unsat- 
isfied with the killing of these two men. 
the mob returned to the Jail and took 
Allen. He suffered death in the same 
manner as the other two. 

For several days following the triple 
lynching there was constant clashes be- 
tween the whites and the blacks and 
State troops were sent to Springfield 
by Gov. Folk to preserve order. 

Owing to a doubt whether Coker and 
Duncan were the men who attacked 
Mrs. Edwards public protest against 
the lynchings became so strong that 
prosecution was forced and May 2 
about twenty-five indictments were re- 
turned against men and youths who 
were said to have been leaders or mem- 
bers of the mob. The arrest of Gal- 
braith and Gooch occurred June 25, fol- 
lowed a few days later by that of 
Hacker.

They told him that they had 
no waer fit to use, having only wells 
and cisterns, that the supply was in- 
adequate, and that the water was un- 
healthy. They asked him if there was 
any way in which the matter could be 
arranged so that they could get city 
water. The Mayor, after a time, told 
them they might be able to get their 
water from the city by having meters 
put in within the city limits, and piping 
their water ‘from the meters to their 
houses across the line, which they did. 


Private Company Complained. 


“Three months or more ago repre- 
sentatives of the West St. Louis Wa- 
ter and Light Co. called upon. the 
Mayor and complained that the city 
was doing the company an injustice 
in selling water in De Hodiamont, as 
this company hal gone to some ex- 
pense to get a franchise, and had in- 
stalled its plant at no small outlay, 
only to have the city as a competitor 
where it expected a clear field. Their 
arguments were plausible and the 
Mayor informed them that, that be- 
ing the case, as soon as they had 
their mains put in and were ready to 
supply the people outside the city, he 
would order the city water supply 
dise ontinued. 

“Again a few months ago the West 
St. Louls company wrote him that 
they were ready to supply De Hodia- 
mont residents with water, and asked 
him to comply with his promise to 
them, which he did by ordering coun- 
ty residents cut off from the city 
supply.” 

Depositions were heard Tuesday by 
Attorneys George S. Grover and ; 
H. Charles in room 1116 Lincoln Trust 
Building in five suits brought against 
the city by county water consumers, 
to enjoin it from cutting off their 
city water supply. They allege that 
the action of the city in cutting them 
off places them at the mercy of the 
West St. Louis Water and Light Co., 
which, they allege, is not able to fur- 
nish an adequate supply or to fur- 
nish water fit to use. 

They allege that Mayor Wells, along 
with J. D. Perry Francis, W. P. Ken- 
nett and others, is a stockholder in 
the West St. Louis company. Mayor 
Wells, who is now out of the city, 
has denied his interest. 


Made Appeal to Mayor. 


. B. Crowder of 6143 Cambleton place 
testified that he got a permit from the 
city to put a meter inside the city limits 
and to pipe water from the city to his 
residence, which he did at a cost of 
$100, and that one month after paying 
the city $15 for six months in advance, 
he was called before the Water Commis- 
sioner, to show cause why he should not 
be cut off from the city mains. 

He and all other witnesses confirmed 
the receipt of the ‘“‘cutting-off’’ notices. 
This time he and several of his neigh- 
bors took the matter to the Mayor. 

Regarding the conversation ‘fi thé 
Mayor's office, he said: “The Mayor 
told us that he was willing to permit 
those who were taking water at that 
time to remain on the pipes, but that 
no new taps were to be made. 

‘Upon receiving the third notice in 
June that we were to be cut off July 
1, we again called upon him. We asked 
him to rescind the notices, to which he 
replied that he could not do that under 
any consideration, giving no reason for 
the statement. 

‘*Later he sti ited that he had made 
a promise to the West St. Louis com- 
pany that as soon as it was able to fur- 
nish us with water, he would cut us 
off. He said that he had received a 
letter from that company stating it was 
to supply us and asking him to 
good his promise. He read the 
letter and his reply to it in which he 
informed the concern that he had or- 
dered us cut off. 

Special Law Passed. 


“He admitted that he was asked by 
a representative of the St. Louis com- 
pany, and a personal business friend 
of his, to have us cut off. We tried 
to argue, but he said there was a law 
passed a year ago making it neces- 
sary for us to get an ordinance 
passed in order to get the mains ex- 
tended. In answer to our question as 
to whether he would assist in passing 
or would sign suc h an ordanince, ne 
said he did not know as he coud.”

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THE DEMANDS OF LEADERSHIP. 

Even when its position is supported by the Dallas 
Times-Herald, the Houston Post may be at times in- 
considerate. It happens rarely, but that it does hap- 
pen, we see in the way it deals with what it calls 
“the Roger Sullivan episode.” 

The position the Post has taken without due con- 
‘sideration is (first) that Mr. Bryan’s “active leader- 
ship does not begin until he is nominated two years 
from now” and (secondly) that until it does begin 
he has no right to send letters from Scotland or else- 
where, demanding the retirement of Roger C. Sullivan 
of anyone else, in Illinois or elsewhere, from the 
Democratic National Committee or from any other 
committee or place of trust, honor or emolument. 

On due “consideration it fully appears that Mr. 
Bryan, though at the Trossachs Hotel on Lake Kat- 
rine, is still an American citizen, with a right to 
send a message to the people of Illinois if he likes. 
His right was so full, so perfect, so incontestable 
from any standpoint of reason, that the only ques- 
tion was of whether he himself wished to pay double 
postage, domestic and foreign, in exercising it. 
“When he did so, and informed the people of IIli- 
nois that Roger C. Sullivan is guilty of high crimes 
and misdemeanors, is it not clear that in exercising 
his right he also performed a duty? 

It was a duty he owed to the people of Illinois not 
to suppress his knowledge of crime or misdemeanor 
committed against them. By the same rule it is 
manifestly a duty he owes to the people of every 
other State in which those who hang to places on 
national committees or to any other places, profess- 
ing to be “Bryan men,” are guilty of crimes and 
misdemeanors as high as those of Roger C. Sullivan 
or higher. 

Suppose, for instance, that a committeeman in 
Missouri, professing to represent Democratic oppo- 
sition to plutocracy, to trusts, to the use of the 
monopoly money in politics, had collected money 
from railroad lobbyists or from men engaged in “pry- 
ing up” trusts so as to sell out to them at higher 
prices. Suppose he had used this money in an at- 
tempt to commit the Democracy of Missouri to a 
program of imperialism and to indorsement of the 
plans of “benevolent assimilation” through massacre 
and the like. 

Suppose the “shells” of such a plan were hidden 
under alleged friendship for Mr. Bryan, while mo- 
nopoly money continued to be collected until] the 
machinery of the Democratic party in Missouri had 
been delivered to one of the most scandalous cor- 
poration lobbies that ever disgraced a State—would 
not such crimes and misdemeanors as that, not only 
justify but demand a message from Mr. Bryan to the 
people of Missouri? 

Obviously it would. Obviously the Post has 
judged this case without due consideration. From 
the Trossachs Hotel, from Berlin, or Pekin, from 
New Zealand or from the remotest one of the four 
corners of the earth, Mr. Bryan has a call to inform 
the people of Missouri, not by one message only, but 
by as many as may be needed to show them that in 
his judgment those who betray public faith and 
party faith in his name, ought to be driven out of 
politics and kept out.

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THE LICENSED DOG, 
Webster gives the following definition of the word 
license : 


Authority or liberty given to do or for- 
bear any acts; especially, a formal per- 
mission from the proper authorities to per- 
form certain acts. 

The document granting such permission. 

Excess of liberty; freedom abused. 


In St. Louis a dog license combines all of these 
definitions. The licensed dog is granted permission 
to roam the streets at will and bite or refrain from 
biting when and-whom he pleases. The documents 
granting the permission is fastened to a collar on 
his neck and he uses the liberty given his jaws to 
excess. 

It is impossible to compel the owner to muzzle. or 
restrain his dog because he has paid $1 for the dog’s 
license to do as he pleases. The license not only 
confers upon the dog the freedom to bite human 
beings, but protects him from the policeman’s club 
or guu.. The licensed dog enjoys wider freedom 
than the citizen, who is forbidden to kill or injure 
any human being and cannot obtain a license for 
that purpose. 

Monday one dog took the full liberty of his li- 

cense, in fact, turned liberty into license, when he 
bit a little girl 11 times. Saturday seven dogs en- 
joyed their licenses by whetting their teeth on hu- 
man flesh. This summer not less than 100 dogs have 
exemplified the privileges of the free-bite license. 
Of course, it would not do to disturb the dogs 
in their enjoyment of their liberty. It is rar more 
important to the welfare of the community that 
the city enjoy the income of the dog licenses and 
the dogs enjoy the freedom of the city than that 
the people of the city keep whole skins and un- 
mangled flesh. Long live unmuzzled, unrestrained, 
licensed dogs. 
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It has come to be about as important to keep 
children out of yards where there are dogs as it is 
to prevent their getting to railway tracks.

Then there is the case of Harry Kittel of St. 
Louis, who deserved the silver medal the United 
States.Government has given him for saving the 
life of E. C. MeIntyre at the risk of his own. McelIn- 
tyre was only an ordinary seaman, but when he was 
drowning his life seemed worth as much to Harry 
Kittél as if he had owned a hundred million In securi- 
ties. 

And finally there is the case of the Texas bishop 
who jumped into Galveston Bay with his clerical 
clothing on and pulled out a drowning boy. A bishop 
of that kind has no need to rely on money, tainted 
or otherwise, to support him in his hope of saving 
the world. 

All this evidence of genuine philanthropy {s fresh 
and Mr. Rockefeller can find much more like it for 
} thé addresses he will deliver to Sunday schools be- 
fore appearing in Ohio to have the warrant against 
him dismissed with apologies. '

DUTCH HARBOR, Alaska, July 26, 
Via Seward, Alaska, Aug. 8&—Five Jap- 
anese were shot and killed on the 
Island of St. Paul, off the Pribiloff 
Sroup, by order of the agent of the 
wopertment of Commerce and Labor on 

uly 17, as the result ot a raid by four 

Japanese schooners on the seal rvok- 
erics. i 

The revenue cutter McCulloch reached 
here today from St. Paul with 12 priaon- 
ers, two seriously wounded. who were 
turned over to Deputy Marshal Harmon. 

The raiders were discovered lying near 
Northeast Point, St. Paul, by native 
lookouts of the North American Com- 
mercial Co.; which leases the seal priv- 
ilege from the Government. Word wars 
telephoned from the patrol station near 
the rookeries for which the raiders were 
aiming, and Specig]) Agent Lempke of 
the Department of Commerce, on duty 
in the Pribiloff Islands, arrived on the 
Spot as the Japanese reached shore. He 
ordered the boat crew to surrender, 
which they did. 


Caught Skinning Seal. cok 


On climbing the promontory at the 


end of the cape, overlooking one of the 
larger rookeries a schooner was seen 
close inshore. Looking straight down 
over the cliff, the patrol saw a dozen or 
more Japannese skinning a great num- 
ber of seal, which had been slaughtered 
indiscriminately. 

The raiders refused to surrender when 
Lempke reached the scene and tried to 
make off with their booty in small 
boats, several of which were drawn up 
on shore. The agent then ordered his 
guard of natives to open fire. The Jap- 
anese offered no resistance, being with- 
out firearms. Three of the raiders fell 
dead on the beach, a fourth was seen 
to be thrown overboard from one of 
the boats that escaped, and a fifth body 
drifted ashore later in another boat. 

The men had killed more than %0 
seals, many of them cows. Those who 
escaped carried away about 120 skins. 

The raid is believed to have been a 
concerted effort by the Japanese, who 
have been hanging around the island for 
months and giving the revenue cutter 
much trouble, 2 


Searched a Schooner. 


The Tokwa Maru, a schooner. was 


overhauled by the cutter Perry on July 
5, off the new volcanic island which 
rose near Bogoslof, 40 miles from here, 
last March. She was crowded with Ja- 
panese, but no sealskins were found 
aboard. Suspicions of Capt. Dunwoodie 
of theé@erry were aroused, and he pro- 
ceeded to the Priblloffs at. once, but a 
dense fog set in and lasted until the 
Perry returned here on July 16. 
The McCulloch reached the tslands on 
July 20 and took charge of the prisoners, 
Besides the Tokwa Maru, the schooner 
Maru is known to have been in 
the raid last autumh. Japanese were 
found fishing and trading with the na- 
tives on the Island of Attu. the wester- 
most in.the Aleutian chain, and were 
routed by the Perry. 


Raid Most Serious. 


The raid is the most serious that 
has occurred in the troubled history 


of the rookeriecs. The last meg fh 
to rifle the island was made about 10 
ears ago by a schooner flying the 
exican eo She was intercepted by 
a cutter before carrying out her pur- 
pose. 

The raid was supposed to have been 
lanned by Alec cLean. He was 

noWn to be in Victoria, B. C., last 
winter, but left there for parts un- 
known in the early spring. 

Officials and company men on the , 
seal isiands are conaiderably excited, 
although no further raids are ex- 
ected, as the patrol of the Behring 
ea by cutters hecomes continuous on 
Aug. 1. Theer captains seem disin- 
clined to pursue or capture even 
achooners known to have taken part 
in the raid unless found in the three- 
Ee limit or in open violation of the 
aw.

Changes in City Treasury and in City Council Are Likely to Result 
as Shown by Complete Tabulation of Revised 


Election 


Two Democratic office holders, City 
Treasurer James M.. Franciscus and 
Councilman Mark Fiwing, may possibly 
be ousted asaresult of the recount of 
ballots for the contests in the municipal 
election of 19%. The complete tabula- 
tion of election figures at the office of 
the Boarq of Election Commissioners 
shows these ‘possible changes. 

Setting aside all ballots classed as 
fraudulent, irregular or doubtful, John 
W. Dunn, Republican candidate for City 


Treasurer, is 14 votes ahead of Mr. 
Franciscus. Sol Boehm, who is contest- 
ing Councilman Ewing's seat, has a lead 
of approximately 50 votes, 

It is generally understood, however, 
that a majority of the contested ballots 


‘are in favor of the contestees. With any 


considerable portion of them counted 
Franciscus and Ewing would be certain 
of winning. 

The Council, which is 
by a majority of one, including 
Councilman Ewing's vote, is said to 
have a right to pass on this contest ir- 
respective of any action that may be 
taken by the courts. 

City Collector Hagerman, Auditor 
Dierkes and other Democratic officials, 
whose right to hold office is being dis- 
puted by their Republican rivals, have 
pluralities ranging from 20 to 40. on the 
face of the revised Election Board re- 
turns, : 

Mayor Wells, who received a majority 
of 1986 over Judge Talty, is certain to 
retain his office, as the number of bal- 
lots classed ag illegal or subject to the 
review of the Circuit Court are not suf- 
ficient to change the result In the mayor- 
alty contest.

Court, that tribunal deciding to whom 
the certificates of election shall be giv- 


en. 

The record of the recount was kept 
on a large sheet, divided into nine col- 
umns, each showing some specific fea- 
ture incident to the recount of the bal- 
lots. 

The entries in column two show the 
incontestable ballots. That is to say, 
the Election Board set these ballots 
down aS regular, although any of 
them are disputed by the Democratic 
contestees, 

The Court may pass on these excep- 
tions as well as the ballots, wherein 
positive irregularities are shown. 

In columns four and nine were classed 
ballots indorsed merely with one initial 
and a number. 

Democrats are relying on recent de- 
cisions of the Missouri Supreme Court 
to the effect that all ballots are good 
unless it is shown that in the casting 
of them fraud was committed. 


Hagerman Confident. 


“T do not feel at all nervous over the 
recount,”’ said oCllector Hagerman to @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday 
morning. 

“In fact, I believe that both Messrs. 
Franciscus and Ewing are sure to ré- 
tain their offices. 

“Naturally there is an-advantage in 
having a majority of the uncontested 
ballots, but I am sure the courts will 
include many which are in dispute, pro- 
vided no evidence of fraud is produced.

FOUGHT WITH BAYONETS

his life. I can’t blame Verner, though 
[ feel that he ought not have been car- 
rying a pistol. I asked him where he 
got it and he said he had had it a 
long time. I guess he had. He had 
worked in Nevada and various places 
in the South, where carrying a pistol 
is common, and I guess it had become 
a habit with him. 

“I loved my boy who is dead and I 
love the boy who killed him. I have 
buried the one and now I will stay in 
St. Louis and try to get the other one 
out of trouble.’’ 

John R. Townley, the oldest son, had 
listened to his father®& story, at times 
interrupting to explain certain ~ refer- 
ences. Then he told the story of Nick’s 
trouble in Texas. 

“Nick always was a rover, almost a 
tramp,” said John. “He had no diffi- 
culty in getting a job as a druggist 
and he traveled all over the country. 
He had worked for me at times in drug 
stores that I owned. He was with me 
for a time in Tonopah, Nev. But he 
was restless and seldom stayed in one 
place long. 

“Two years ago I got a letter from 
him while he wags in Jail in Fort Worth, 
Tex. I went down there to see what 
the trouble was. We had never heard 
he was married. but when I reached 
Fort Worth I learned of a wife and 
a child. The authorities said that Nick 
had been sending the woman out beg- 
ging, that she took he boy along; said 
she had been deserted and played on 
the sympathies of the charitable. 

“He had finally been arrested for 
beating his wife and had been sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $500 and serve 
six months on the county roads. He was 
able to get this fine reduced and it 
was paid. During the trial Nick had 
sworn that’ he had not struck the wo- 
man. She had said that he did and 
others swore to the same‘thing. Nick 
was indicted for perjury. 

“I did not want him to go to the 
Penitentiary. He had been wild, but 
he was still my brother and a man 
will do a good deal for his family name. 
I believed Nick was insane. We all be- 
lieved it. The citv physician of Fort 
Worth examined him and testified that 
he was mentally unsound. But the jury 
did not believe it and Nick was sen- 
tenced to two years !n the Penitentiary.

HE ROBBED POSTOFFICES 





Also Once Planned to Crack 
Lindell Hotel Safe While

The arrest of James Wren, also 
known as Walsh and under a half 
dozen other names, by detectives of 
New Scotland Yards on a charge of 
robbing a London jewelry store, is of 
particular interest to St. Louis police 
because Wren is a local crook with an 
international reputation. 

Wren’s picture taken a few weeks 
ago in Scotland Yards was instantly 
recognized by Supt. John Shea and his 
assistant, Edward Brennan of the local 
Bertillon bureau when it reached St. 
Louis, despite the fact that Wren had 
shaved off a full beard which he wore 
when in this city years ago. 

Wren has served terms in several 
penitentiaries in the United States and 
Canada and has also served time in 
England, although the Scotland Yard 
men did not know him when they 
picked him up the last time. He is a 
safeblower and bank and _  0»postoffice 
‘robber. 

In March, 1895,*Wren, with his part- 
ner, ‘‘Kid’’ McManus, who is now serv- 
ing time in the Penitentiary at Ottawa, 
Canada, was arrested in St. Louis for 
safe robbery. They had in their pos- 
session at the time a kit of safe-blow- 
ers’ tools and a large stock of revolvers. 
The police obtained evidence that Wren 
and McManus had planned to blow the 
safe in the Lindell Hotel, where they 
were staying at the time of their arrest. 
There was also evidence that they had 
robbed a sub-postoffice on South Broad- 
way, but it was not sufficient to con- 
viet and on that occasion they got off 
with workhouse sentences.

This 
year the demand is much greater be- 
cause of the growth of the city and the 
increased activity ®f the agents of pure 
milk. The expense will therefore be 
greater. 

It has been ascertained that the 
pense—which the Fund must bear—of 
feeding each baby on the list is $1.09% 
per week. This insures health, and 
builds up the little creature to resist 
all malign influences so that he may 
become a useful citizen. 

With all the babies of St. Louis on a 


pure milk diet the death of the 
city would be reduced from 25 to 30 per 
cent. If your heart is not afflicted by 
the thought of the pain and sorrow 
caused by the waste of infant lives it 
may be that you will appreciate the 
advantage in a material sense to the 
city that desires a million inhabitants 
in ‘checking the ravages of disease and 


death.
